Besides the arrangements made- for 


toe comfort of the president and his 
family In the living and sleeping apart- 
ments aboard, extensive plans were 
made to give bim the benefit of the 
most improved culinary and sanitary 
contrivance*. There are a large refrig- 
erating plant and a spacious tvineroora 
in the forward part of the vessel near 
the dining saloon. 
Nothing hn.s been 


left undone to make the Mayflower a 
fit habitation for the ruler of n wealthy 
nation. 


SOURCES OF KNOWLEDGE. 


Before llie Spntiish-Aracrlcan war 


the Mayflower wag the property of 
Mrs. Opden Goelet.
